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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 

24 July 2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the invention 
disclosed in US 2001/0049154. The improvements comprise in combination with other 
recited elements: (a) a portion of the organic layer in the storage capacitor region is 
removed, and the fourth transparent electrode extends to the storage capacitor region 
to be disposed directly on the insulating layer in the storage capacitor region, thereby 
forming the storage capacitor comprising the capacitor electrode, the second 
transparent electrode, a portion of the insulating layer in the storage capacitor region, 
and the fourth transparent electrode extending to the storage capacitor region as recited 
in independent claim 4; and (b) forming a second transparent layer on the organic layer, 
and patterning the second transparent layer to form a third transparent electrode directly 
connected to the first transparent electrode in the data pad region and form a fourth 
transparent electrode directly connected to the drain electrode, wherein the fourth 
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transparent electrode extends to the storage capacitor region to be disposed directly on 
the insulating layer in the storage capacitor region, thereby forming the storage 
capacitor comprising the capacitor electrode, the second transparent electrode, a 
portion of the insulating layer in the storage capacitor region, and the fourth transparent 
electrode extending to the storage capacitor region as recited in independent claim 1 1 .
